STARTED EMPIRE DAY. 


Mrs. Fessenden of Hamilton Respons- 


ible For Holiday. 

Empire Day has practically taken 
ihe place of Queen Victoria's birthday 
ihroughout the Empire, and May 24th 
aus come to be a sort of imperial holi- 
jay. Just how this occurred 18 worth 
the telling, There is no doubt that 
the original suggestion came from Mrs. 
Clementine Fessenden, a Hamilton 
woman of more than ordinary ability 
and outlook, and to her must be given 
tull credit for having initiated one of 
the most important patriotic move- 
ments of recent times. 

In the month of June, in the year 
1896, the Wentworth Historical So- 
ciety met in Hamilton and passed a 
resolution of condolence with Mrs. 
Fessenden on the loss of her husband. 
In replying to this resolution in per- 
son, Mrs. Fessenden expressed the 
hope that the patriotic spirit of the 
grandfather would descend upon the 
six-year-old grandchild who accompan- 
ied her. The members of the society 
were impressed with this remark and 
at once made the child an honorary 
member of tne society. The child her- 
self was greatly pleased and aroused 
by this event and intensely interested 
in the badge and maple leaf with 
which she was decora And it was 
the child’s delight and‘interest which 
suggested to Mrs. Fessenden that oth- 
er children might be similarly affected 
by similar pasar at A In this thought 
lay the origin of Empire Day. The 
httle girl has since passed away, but 
her memory is fragrant in the annual 
celebration in the schools of many 
countries. 

Shortly after this we find Mrs, Fes- 
senden discussing the matter with peo- 
ple who were interested in education 
and suggesting that patriotism might 
be cultivated by simple ceremonies 
among the children. She also wrote 
letters to the newspapers and one of 
these appeared in The Montreal Star 
of August 24, of the following year. 
In November she wrote the Minister 
of Education for Ontario with regard 
to having a day set apart for fila, 
exercises. The Minister suggestec 
that she take up the matter with the 
Hamilton Board of Trustees and so 
call public attention to the move- 
mnent. This suggestion was carried 
out and in January, 1898, it was de- 
cided by this body “that the board 
set apart one afternoon in the year 
for the purpose of inculcating patrio- 
tic sentiment.” Mrs. Fessenden fol- 
lowed this up by getting the boards 
in Dundas and London to approve of 
the idea. he 

In August of that year the Minister 
of Education wrote a letter to be read 
at the meeting of the Dominion Edu- 
cational Association in Halifax. 

The Hon. Mr, Ross, now Senator 
Ross, who was then head of the Edu- 
cation Department, indicated his pre- 
ference for the name ‘Empire Day,” 
and suggested that the 24th of May be 
the day selected. These suggestions, 
after full uiscussion, were approved by 
the association. Senator Ross 13 
therefore entitled to share with Mrs. 
Fessenden the honor of having creat- 
ed this great festival. 

Soon the idea attracted attention in 
Great Britain, where Queen Victoria’s 
birthday had not hitherto been a holi- 
day, and where there was no particu. 
lar patriotic day celebrated by the 
schools. ° ; 

It is estimated that last year no 
fewer than thirteen and a half mil- 
lion children joined in the celebration 
of Empire Day. The exercises were 
held in over fifty thousand schools 
throughout the Empire. 

Canada should be proud of the part 
that it has played in giving the British 
Empire a ital which will aid in 
the uplift of all the peoples who com- 
prise the greatest political organiza- 
tion of modern times.—Canadian 
Courier,

Naval officers comprise the execu. 
tiv’ or military brunch, and the engi- 
neering, medical, and 
branches. Whereas the executive ofti- 
cer is always recognizéd by the upper- 
most stripe on his arm being extended 
into a small circle df gold lace above 
it, all the stripes of the other branches 
@o straight round the sleeve, and in 
addition have a distinctive colored 
cloth between the stripes. Thus the 
engineer officer always has purple 
cloth between the stripes, the medical 
atticer always has red, and the ac- 
countant othcer has white, so the ob- 
server can at once see to what branch 
an officer belongs. 

As regards rank, the number of 
stripes will inform him. Two stripes 
iudicate a lieutenant, an engineer.

Canada’s Annals Contain a Record- 
Breaking Case. 


Gory pamphlets used to be issued 
after executions not only in,this coun- 
try, but in Mrgland. Ln London there 
were printing shops which produced 
nothing but horrible booklets treat- 
ing of murders and hangings. They 
enjoyed a tremendous sale and were 
bought by all classes of people. 

One of the most expensive of these 
pamphlets extant is a book of 32 payes, 
describing the iniquitous career and 
tragic end of Sophia Hamilton, who 
was sentenced to death at Fredericton, 
N.B., in 1845, for an almost incredible 
series of crimes. And if the story con- 
tained in the pamphlet is true she was 
entitled to the championship az a4 
murderess. 

The achievements of Kate Bender 
and Belle Gunness were trivial by 
comparison. Une may speak flippant- 
ly now of her career, since all con- 
cerned are in their graves, but the 
people of New Brunswick, sixty years 
ago, mentioned her name with shud- 
derings. Her father was a murderer 
before her, and was killed by a dog 
belonging to one of his victims, So- 
phia, when 17 years of age, married 
an excellent young man, who retused 
to believe stories he heard reflecting 
upon her character. After being mar- 
tied awhile he was convinced that 
the stories were true, and took his 
young wife to task, which proved <o 
embarrassing to her that she placed 
poison in his scup, and he died the 
death, 

Then she established a wayside inn 
near Woodstock, N. B., gathered 
about her a corps of skilltul hom. 
eiqal experts and took up murder 
and robbery as her lite work. Sne 
had the house remodeled to facilitate 
her work and there were rooms with 
trapdoors in the floor, and sliding 


| panels in the walls, and similar con- 


trivances, Her cellar became a 
tworgue. At first she buried her vic- 
tims carefully, but as time went ou 
and business increased she became 
rather careless and just left them 
lying around. 

There was much traffic along the 
quiet road where her inn stood. The 
banking tacilities of thet time were 
not as they now are, and some of the 
travelers on their way to buy furs or 
lumber or other merchandise carried 
large sums of money. Sophia easily 
picked out such travelers when they 
sjopped at her cazy caravansary, and 
made herself agreeable to them and 
treated them to wine whi:h she had 
drugged with much skill, and then 
the travelers vanished fr_m the face 
of the earth. .e did not always kill 
them in the inn, however. She was a 
woman of resources. Two gentlemen 
from Quebec who were on a fur bug. 
ing expedition visited the inn, and 
Sophia soon learned that they had a 


| large sum of money in gold. She was 


hoping they would stay for the night, 
but they had an unreasonable desire 
to push on and started away’ in their 
sled. Sophia, seeing they could not 
be detained, seit a couple of her de- 
puties up the road to waylay them. 
he deputies stretched a rope across 
the road, and when the travelers 
horse ran into it the murderers did 
their work, and Sophia came up just 
in time to see the victims die and re- 
lieve them of $10,000 in gold. Upon 
another occasion she waited upon a 
guest at the breakfast table with her 
own fair hands, and took oceasion to 
stad him in the back while he was 
commenting upon the excellence of 
the coffee. 

Finally Sophia was arrested for the 
murdce of a Quaker, whose body was 
found in her cellar. She was tned 
at Fredericton and sentenced to death,

They have au- 
thority to enlist the Indians as volun- 
teer fire rangers and have handsome 
badges to distribute which will indi- 
cate the authority of the Indians who 
agree to undertake the work. It is 
believed that this plan will reduce 
number of forest fires chiefly by 
making the Indians more careful in 
extinguishing their campfires. 

To facilitate forest fire fighting on 
the wooded eastern slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains the department is 
establishing observation Bulletins at 
prominent points and is making de- 
ee of fire fighting tools which can 

e drawn upon for shovels, etc., when 
a fire is to be put out. 

Roads and trails are being cut 
through the forest enabling the fire 
fighter to speedily reach any point 
where smoke shows a fire has started. 
The observation points and the settle. 
ments are being connected by a tele- 
phone system which will enable fire 
guards to at once send out word of a 
forest fire to the nearest point where 
men are who can be called upon to at- 
tack it.

Delays for Some of the Ocean 
Liners 


London.—Both sides in the seamen’s 
strike continue confident of victory. 


Havelock Wilson, secretary of the 
Seamen's Union, declared that five 
thousand men were affected. He was 


confident that they would be shipped 
at_the full union rate. 

The strike he believed was already 
won in spite of what he called the 
“bluff” of the ship owners. 

A lively scene was witnessed at 
Glasgow at the sailing of the Atlantic 
and other liners. Strikers flocked to 
the piers and endeavored to prevent 


the men from signing. The Anchor 
line steamer, Furnessia, the Allan 
liner, Ionian, and the Donaldson 


liner, Cassandra, arrived off Green- 
ock short handed expecting to find 
men waiting to fill the vacancies, but 
it was late in the afternoon before the 
Furnessia had sufficient men aboard 
to enable her to sail. The Leyland 
liner, Winnifredian, sailed from 
Liverpool for Boston, the whole crew 
joining except four men. The steamer 
Finland, which the seamen tried to 
tie-up at Antwerp, arrived here on 
scheduled time and proceeded at an 
early hour on her voyage to New 
York, All the trans-Atlantic steamers 
which sailed from Glasgow agreed to 
pay the full increase demanded by 
the men.
